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REVIEW OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT CALCULATION 
A review of the Patent Term Adjustment History in the PAIR/PALM system shows that 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) calculated the following delays with 
regard to Patent Term Adjustment (PTA): 

1) Applicants do not dispute herein the calculated PTO Delay of 267 days for the 
delayed 14-month first Office Action mailed May 28, 2003. 

2) Applicants do not dispute herein the calculated PTO Delay of 87 days for the 
delayed office action mailed March 24, 2004. 

3) Applicants do not dispute herein the calculated Applicant Delay of 32 days for the 
Request for Continued Examination received by the PTO on July 26, 2004. 

4) Applicants do not dispute herein the calculated PTO Delay of 59 days for the 
delayed notice of allowance mailed June 20, 2005. 

5) Applicants mailed a Response to Notice of Allowance on August 25, 2005, which 
was received by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on August 29, 2005. The 
filing also included payment of the issue fee and form PTOL-85. The Applicant 
respectfully disagrees with the calculated Applicant Delay of 72 days for entry of 
a "Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" and hereby request reconsideration of the 
patent term adjustment.

REMARKS 

A Notice of Allowance was mailed on June 20, 2005. Applicants' Response to Notice of 
Allowance was received by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on August 29, 2005, as 
indicated by a PTO date-stamped return receipt postcard (copy enclosed). 

Along with the form PTO-85b, Applicants filed a document entitled, "Response to Notice 
of Allowance". In the PAIR/PALM Patent Term Adjustment History, the document is entered as 
a "Miscellaneous Incoming Letter." Pursuant to 37 CFR §1.704(c)(10) or 1247 OG 1 1 1 (Notice 
dated June 26, 2001), a fee transmittal does not cause interference or delay and will not be 
considered a "failure to engage in reasonable efforts" to conclude processing or examination of 
an application and will not result in reduction of a patent term adjustment. Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request the removal of 72 days of Applicant Delay accorded due to this entry. 

In consideration of the events described above, Applicants believe the PTA calculation of 
309 days is incorrect.
